Controller's Work Drawiog To A 
Close. . 

Sir William Plender's report on 
the winding up of the five enemy 
banks in London which he has 
controlled since the outbreak of 
war was jssoed last mosth. The 
banka involed are: — 

German :—Dentsche Bank 
(Berlin), London Agency ; Dresd- 
ner Bank; Direction der Diaconto- 
Gesolischa lt. ; 

Auetrisn ;-~E.K. Priv. Oeater- 
reiobische Leenderbank ; Anglo- 
Austrian Bank. : 

Before the war these banks em- 
ployed 968 persons, of whom 473 
were Britieh born and naturalised, 
440 were enemy subjects, and 55: 
Allied and neutral subjects.

the hesvy work necessitated..by 
the resumption’ of payment hed 
been carried oat; bat on Decem- 
ber 1, 1916, there were only ten 
enemy: persone atill employed b7 
the five banks, They are 
maosgera and  eub-managere, 
whose services ara -escential. 
“Theie immediate removal wauld 
deprive me ‘of assistance os well 
as of their executive power, and 
impede the settlement of the. 
banks’ affaire,” states Sir William. 

“As soon-as the time comes 
when, in my opinion, their servicea 
can no longer be atiliced with ad- 
vantage, I will take the necessary 
steps to acquaint the authoritier.” 

Shortly stated, daring the 
period of control to September 3, 
1916, the following resalta have 
been achieved: 

(1) Liabilities to British, Allied
